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HARVARD CADETS 


Three hundred cadets of the Har 
vard school of Los Angeles are in 
camp at the entrance to San Antonio 
canyon, this being the sixth annual 
camp of the school. 

For six years cadets of the school 
have made the annual pilgrimage to 
San Antonio canyon to enjoy real 
military camp life, but this year’s 
camp surpasses them all both for 
number of cadets present and for 
equipment.

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DIFFERENCE BETWEEN FIXED 
CAPITAL AND LIQUID CAPITAL 


There is a difference between the 
credit to which a man is entitled 
on the strength of owning a farm 
or a block of buildings and that to 
which he is entitled on the strength 
of owning grain or other commodity 
ready for market, and whenever 
these two classes of credit are con- 
fused trouble is likely to ensue. 


Credit of the first class is a slow 
credit; the property may be good, 
but possibly could not be converted 
into money at any definite time. The 
second class of credit usually can 
be promptly converted and therefore 
is the only kind of suitable security 
for advances by a bank which must 
keep itself in a position to pay de- 
positors on demand. 


It must be always remembered 
that the first duty of a banker is to 
pay his depositors when they want 
their money. The borrower ought to 
understand: that the banker’s first 
duty is to the depositor. The banker 
is the middleman, between the de- 
positor and the borrower. The latter 
has the right to the funds for the 
length of time agreed upon when he 
executes his note, and for not a day 
longer if the depositor then wants 
them. 


The banking business is based 
upon this principle. Deposits are 
obtained upon this understanding. 
Deposits are the basis of modern 
banking; without deposits the whole 
banking service would disappear, and 
if depositors could not count on get- 
ting their money when they wanted 
it deposits would not be forthcom- 
ing. 

It is of interest to the borrowing 
public, therefore, that there be a 
clear understanding upon this point. 
—From monthly bulletin of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York. 


Los one GROWTH 
1S ON INCREASE 


Enrollment in Los Angeles public 
schools last month totaled 121,073, 
while in March, 1920, the enroll- 
ment was 103,496. Thus the gain in 
the one year was approximately 20 
per cent. At that rate the population 
of the city would be doubled in five 
years. This is a much, faster rate of 
increase than this city has had pre- 
viously, in spite of its very rapid 
growth since 1910. 

Of late years it seems that the 
annyal growth of Los Angeles has 
proportionately increased year by 
year. From 1910 to 1920, between the 
two federal census, the increase in 
the population of Los Angeles was 
approximately 100 per cent. The av- 
erage yearly increase for the decade 
was only half that of last year as in- 
dicated by the school enrollment. 

The building permits for this year 
have passed the $13,000,000 mark, 
and thus in spite of the general 
financial depression of the country 
generally, Los Angeles promises to 
set a new record this year in con- 
struction work. 

In addition to the foregoing indi- 
cations of that city’s progressive im- 
petus are the wonderfully increasing 
bank clearings of Los’ Angeles. 
Other statistics, including ocean ton- 
nage in and out of their harbor, also 
combine to prove how fast that city 
is developing. 

Taking everything into considera- 
tion, it is. conservative to assume 
that the population of Los Angeles 
n 1925 will be in the vicinity of 
1,000,000, and that by 19380 it will 
have reached a total of 1,500,000. 

But Los Angeles has not been 
alone in ths wonderful growth. Al- 
most all parts of Southern Califor- 
nia have been going ahead in a sim- 
ilar way, although probably at not 
generally so rapid a rate. 

If financial reports are to be cred- 
ited, Los Angeles is seemingly the 
only prosperous city of any size in 
ithe world just now. Certainly there 
seems to be no such thing as pros- 
perity in foreign countries, and in all 
parts of. the East complaints are be- 
ing made of a business depression. 

But this encouraging  esituation 
should be looked at in a _ spirit of 
conservatism. Los Angeles is thriv- 
ing as a result largely of community 
co-operation and individual  enter- 
prise. It will continue to thrive if 
these are continued, and not if we 
carelessly self-satisfied. —Los 
Angeles Saturday Night.

laboratories that even in small quan- 
tities alcohol is an upsetter and de- 
ranger of the functions of the mind 
as well as of the body. The sense of 
release and atgmented power that 
comes with a glass or two was 
proven a cheat and a delusion. To 
his horror, that darling of the early 
moralists, the moderate drinker, was 
pulled prom his pedestal and pilleried 
as an ignorant self-poisoner. 


Then the development of industry 
came to help the besiegers of the 
fort of folly. The traveling public 
began to be nervous about the drink- 
er at the engine throttle, the tele- 
graph key, the switchboard. The fac- 
tory system supplanted the handi- 
crafts, and a new class, the em- 
ployers, came to realize how drink 
plays havoc with production. As 
workers became machine tenders the 
damage from the liquor habit in im- 
pairment of efficiency and in injury 
to delicate and costly machinery be- 
came even more unmistakable. More 
and more employers came to look 
upon prohibition ag a labor efficiency 
policy, and it was largely these men 
who financed the movement which 
brought the liquor interest to grief, 
despite their millions for propaganda. 

The world war was the crowning 
disaster to John Barleycorn. In the 
interest of military efficiency and as 
a food-conservation measure all the 
belligerent governments set clamps 
on liquor. This staging of drink as 
an economic drain and the foe of 
national strength has been an illumi- 
nating object lesson to thoughtless 
millions. In the face of the whole 
world King Gambrinus has been 
shamed and set at naught, so that 
the outlawing of the drink traffic by 
the governments, as already the 
opium traffic’has been outlawed, ap- 
pears to be only a question of time. 


DON'T DOIT-OTHERS 
HAVE™-THEY'RE DEAD 


Trying to beat a train to a railroad 
crossing has brought so much grief 
to Southern California motorists in 
the last three and a half years that 
the Automobile club today issued a 
warning which may well be taken to 
heart. 

Up until ‘the first of this year 1909 
automobiles were damaged or de- 
stroyed at the grade crossings of one 
railroad alone. In these autos 151 
people were killed and 638 were in- 
jured. , 

Officials of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California point out that 








490, or more than 25 per cent, of 
the grade crossing accidents record- 
ed were caused by motorists run- 


ning into the train. In 122 instances 
autos plunged through the crossing 
gates lowered to protect vehicles 
while the train was passing. One 
crossing flagman was’killed and eight 
were injured by automobiles, avhile 
endeavoring to warn riders of ap- 
proaching trains.

It is important, says the Automo- 
bile club, that motorists should re 
member that the noise of their en- 
gine, no matter how slight, is often 
sufficient to drown the noise of an 
approaching train, and they should 
therefore in all instances look in 
both directions before attempting to 
cross a railroad track, and where 
vision is obstructed they should stop 
and listen as well as look. 

It is an actual fact, according to 
official testimony, that serious acci- 
dents have occurred in Southern 
California counties because motorists 
have already failed to stop, look and 
listen, particularly look.
